brought. So as when Herminins went to receiverhem, and condu& them unto 
Brutns, he was moſt plealinghy ſurpeueg to.ſee Clelia, Ceſonia, and Plotina; for 
he thought that C/elia was with the cruell Tal/3a, ndcetld not imagine whar 
was become of the other Captives : for he knew very well, That when 7lia 
forſook her Palace, Celia was onely mentioned unto Aroxces, and where the 
reſt werezwas not known. Thus Herminins now wanting nothing but to ſee the 
rerurn of Aroxces, he received all theſealluftrious pertons wich abundance of 
Joy, and didall manner of imaginable honours unto Clelins in parricular ; he 
belceched him to rake a lodging in the houſe. of the yirtuous Swelia has M 0+ 
rher, who would take all poſſible care of Cle/5a, untill-Ss/picia came, and untill 
his own houſe was madeready. Theway 1p going to Brerss, being to. paſſe 
by this houſe, C/elius preſetitty eſpyed rhe virtuous Swelia, who was his anci- 
enr friend, and loying Clelia, Ceſonia, and Plotina with her, who received therg 
with thar generous civility whereof ſhe eyex made pro , Clelines, Hortians, 
Per ſander, and ſome princypall men of Ardes, were co ed unto Br«ix- by 
Herminjus : This enrerview paſſed tumultuouſly enough, for Eucrerimsy Valerie 
w, Colatin, Mutins, and many others, were then with Srazws, adviſing upon ſe+ 
verall neceffary affaires concerning the eſtabliſhment of Rowes kberry ; Bratns 
yer did highly applaud the valour of Horace at the Giege' of Ardes ; and he light 
of Clelins gave much ſatisfatianuntoſo many illuſtrious Romans, for. he was 
known ro be alwayes a molt irreconcilable enemy of Tyranny andthe Tyranc ; 
Brutys alſo, did him all imaginable honours ; Clelizs again rerurned amillon 
of applaides.Bur as he ſtyfed him the Liberator of his Country» Noy no, ge- 
nerous Clelixs ( ſaid he unto him ) never beſtow any ſuch glorious ticles upon 
me:for aright Roman ought nor to aſſume any above the reſt of rhe Romans ; 
ler us therefore only render thanks untothe Gods for our deliverance from ſers 
vitude in which we were, and to take away all likelyhood of ever being under 
the power of one ſingle perſon, do declare that I will nor be Conſul alone,bur 
will put ir into the hands of the Senare- and People, all rhart Authoriry which 
they gave me, unlefſerhey will appoint one tobe my Partner : For indeed (ſaid 
he moſt generouſly) I dare not cruſt my own virtue mſuch a buſlineſſe, Brarws 
had no ſooner done ſpeaking, bur all that heard him were oppohite ro his de- 
figne : yer he ſtanding firm to his principle, rold chem: plainly, rhar he would 
propound it the nexr morying inthe publique Aſſembly : however ,,:he being 
ever a man moſt regular in all points of civility, he went rowards the eveni 
unto Sivelia, ro ſee Clelia there, unto whom he ſeemed much rroubled for A+ 
ronces, and told her in ſhort, how he went our of Kone with a deſign of deli- 
vering her, Alas ( ſaid ſhe with a ſad "gs and looked upon Phtina\ cerrainly 
ir was that unfortunate Prince-which was in Combare with thoſe Troops 
which we ſaw when Horarizs brought us away. She had no ſooner faid fo, bug 
Artimedores, Amilcar, Zenocr ates, and Celeres, came ro Sivelia's houſe, who 
confirmed a lelia in her thought, and rold all, the Company that Aronces was 
Terquins Priſoner ; alſo how they all made a rerrear after they" had ſeen theiral- 
laftrious bur unfortunate friend taken. Yer they did nor fear that he would be 
ilt uſed, becauſe agthe caſe ſtood with Tarquine; it Was no policy for him rg 
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ſhew any odium againſt the Son of ſuch agreart King, who onely was able ro 
relieve him in his misfortupe ; bur till chey conceived that he woulgl nor ſer 
him at liberty, ſo as all the company apprehended this adyevture with abun- 
danceof ſorrow. Prutxsreſenred it as the friend of Aronces; and foreſeeing the 
ſad conſequences as a trueRoman ; and eſpecially our of compaſſhon upon an 
unfortunare Lover, who is more ſenſible thenany other of any thing that di- 
ſturbs the love of his friends. As for Cleliws, he having almoit alwayes loved 
Aronces as his own ſon, ever Gnce he ſayed his life in. his Cradle, and keep! 

him from periſhing after his ſhipwrack, he was exceedingly troubled :, Sivelis 
out of tendernefſe and generoſity, did picry him : Herminius was ready to run 
deſperare: Horatiss, ont of grandure of ſoul, and ro merit the eſteem of C /elia, 
he commended him, and ſaid, Thar a Prince ſo virtuous as he was, deſerved a 
far berrer deſtiny,then to be the Priſoner of the molt yitious man upon earth : 
Ceſonia and Plotina could nor keep their eyes from guſhing our into rears : as for 
Arremidores, Amilcar,Zenocrates, & Geleres, the pittied Aronces, pittied Cle/ig, 
pitried Brutus, pittied Herminins, they pittied Kowe, they pittied themſclyes: 
. AS fof Clelia, ſhe was ſenſible more then thought can reach unto; yer ſhe durtt: 
not ſhew all her ſorrow, thoughthe example of her friends might well have 
authorized hers; nor would ſhe too much iſmother her ſadneſle, left ſhe ſhould 
infuſe ſome falſe hopes into Horanss : but ſhe kept ſuch an even and juſt rem- 
per' in her aMi&tion, rhat ſhe could not be accuſed, eirher of exceſſive pru- 


dnce,'or of roomuch careleſsneſſe.. That which made her the more miltreſs - - 


of her ſpirir, was, becauſe ſhe believed the life of Aronces was in no danger ; for 
ſhe knew nor thar he was wounded, bur ſhe conceived the cruel conſequences 
of ths impriſonment; the leaſt of which was, that ſhe ſhould be ſeparared from 
Aronces for along time,andbe expoſed unto the paſhon of Horatiuss, who having 
made his peace withClelizs, would become more confident ; ſo as this ſage La- 
dy, inreftraining the violence of her ſorrow, did deſerve much commendati- 
ons : Mean while, as one ſubje& of compaſhon doth eafhily renew the remem- 
brance of another, ſo Clel7 asked Brutus concerning the Prince of Numidia, 
and underitood that in vifiting the Palace of T arqs;» after Twll:awas gone our, 
they found him upon his bed, who neyer \caring for the diſorder and noyſe 
which he heard, looked calmly upon thoſe rhar run from Chamber ro Chamber 
with naked ſwords, not knowing whether there were any men ſo deſperate as to 
defend him, C!elins underſtood further, how fince that the care which was ta- 
ken of that Prince, had ſomething reſtored him unto the freedom of his ſpiric, 
Alas; alas, ( added Br#14, and ſighed ) I cannot rell whether or no it be a good 
offeero reſtore a miſerable man unto his wits, ſince certainly it makes all men 
inthe world the more miſerable. Brars expreſſed rhis in ſuch a ſad manner, as 
1adeall thoſe pitty him who knew the diſtemper of his ſoul, and were nor ig- 
norant that rhe death of Lxcretia did more grieve him, then the liberty of Rue, 
rejoyced him ; for NLINDEET all his zeal co his Country, could he but 
revive Lucretia, he woulddo it with abundance of joy, though ar the rate of e- 
re&ing that Throne which he hadpulled down. Doubtleſſe he would have dyed 
a hundred deaths,rarhet rhen live 1n the ſervitude wherein hedid: but he would 
haye lived a ſlave all the dayes of his life,rather chen never to ſee Lucretia but in 
her Tomb. This ſad adyenture had ſo much changed him, rhar he was ſcarcely 
knowable ; ſuch of his friends as were not admitred unto the ſecrers of his 
foul, did believe rhar this alteration proceeded from rhe _ of his cares 
which hung heavy upon him ; but thoſe of his cabinet councell, who knewrhe 
grandure of his ſoul, they thought ir to,beloye onely which loadned him ; his 
converſation was onely upon ſuch things as were neceſſary for. rhe publique 
good, unlefſe he ſpoke of his ſorrows and paſhon unto ſuch as knew of them. 
He was not onely alwayes more ſerious, bur alſo more haughry ;. and he could 
not flatter any bur the people of whom he ſtood in need ro reyenge Lucretia, 
and ro maintain the liberty of Rome : So as afrer ſo much good language ashe 
thoughfit ro comfort Celia, he retired himſelfe to think upon other matters,

They dideſtabliſh as a Law, thar rhe Conſulſhip, ſhouldlaſt bur one year; thar 
for 3 furure,none ſhould beConſuls under forry three years ofage;none Prex- 

tors under forty, none #diles under thirty ſeaven, none Tribune under thirry, 
and no Queftor under' twenty feaven, Zra:=e would alſo have ir,' Thar che 
.Conſuls ſhouldbe of rhe moſt illuſtrious Races ; and that the three hundred 
-Semacors ſhould be Noble men, 
- After which, the Senate being regularly aſſembled, rhey vored ro regulate the 
Power and authoriry cf thoſe who had the conduGt of rhings ſacred ; for it be- 
ingthe cuſtome, thar the Kings ſhould offer ſome ſacrifices in perſon, to ſhew 
that rhey had an abſolute anthoriry in theſe Dominions, and that they had no 
dependency of any but theGods, Br=exs would not have the Conſuls'do as the 
Kings uſed to do: Bug he made aRoyall' Sacrificer for that Ceremony onely, 
and chatrhey ſhould ſubmir unto hum that was the chief in martersof Religion, 
After which, the meanes of 'makingwar againſt Tarquin, was taken-into conſi- 
derariow: They providedforrhe Guard of the Town; they confulred how to 
keep rheir Neighbours from joyhing wirh che Tyrant ; hryſeios a ſolemne 
leagueberwixt Ardes and Rome ; they reſolved to keep the Cavalry which Ho- 
ratiss had brought, and ro ſend Depuries unto Ardes,ro thank that Town for 
rhe reſiſtancewhich they made againſt the Tyranc.

Hatine ſhares in the {overaign Authority with me : yes, my dear Herminins, heis 
ſoinſupporrable ro me, that without extream , violence upon my ſelfe, I can- 
not endure him : for firſt, he is of Tarquines name, which js a horror tome ; He 
was my Rivall, he matried Lucrena, his ſhallow merits made her miſerable; he, 
and his indiſcrerion, was the cauſe of thar horrid accident which happened, and 
conſequently the caſe of her death.

Hermwinizs, Inever could do'crill now : bur now both yictue andreaſon com- 
 qnandit;, and notwithſtanding all che eleganrneſle of his lerrers, verſes, and 
zendernefſe rowards me, 1 mutt deprive my elf of them forever, - Oh Valeria 
( faid Flavia) Do not offer to loſe ſuch excellent pieces, but rather rruſtrhem 
anvo:my diſcretion. If I ſhould ( replied Yaleri« ) it ſhould be upon condirion, 
never to be-reproached with them again: for to diſcover the botrom of my hearr 
unco;you, I ſhall merit your compatſion : for upon examinarion of my ſelfe , I 
find, that when I would hare the memory of Herminins, I cannot ; And when I 
would love Emilins , 1 cannot bring it to palle: Yer at ſomrimes | think that I 
dohate Herminizs, andlove Emilins: Bur forall rhat I never can find thar tran- 
quillity in my hearr which is the effe& of true joy, though I findnor w_—_ 
to defire, bur whar I have. For Emilixs is hanſom, he has high bloood , has 
courage, and wit, and a violent Paſſion to me: He prefers me beforethe richeſt 
march in Rowe: he is of a ſweet diſpoſition ; and I know not what I can with 
more in him to make my ſelf happy: After this faling into talk of Hermlinins,//a- 
teria wich Tears in her eyes, tooka little Cabiner , where ſhe kept all hisler- 
rers, and offered to tear 1n pieces all the letters of her former Lover. But F/a- 
wid was ſo earneſt with her , thar art laſt ſhe conſented that ſhe ſhoukd have 
them, upon condition neyer ro ſhew them unto her. Soas F/aviaraking rhe 
Cabinet, and all in it, ſhe carried ir unto the Chamber which was allotted her. 
After which; theſe two Ladies went to walk by the ſide of a Rivoler, which was 
very __ , and from whence one might ſee all the way from Rome thirher, 
And Emiliz.s was to come that way. 
As for Valer:ws and Domnia , they thought upon nothing but raking all ne- 
ceſſary orders for the next day: For, though the company was nor to be grear , 
would they have all things in hanſom order and decency , - at this privare 
Eaſt, 

Emilins {ot is part, his heart was ſo full of joy, that all the care he rook, was 
togo berimes unco che place where he was to be made happy : So as referring 
unto his ſeryants the care of all things neceſſary for the marriage day , he de- 

ed withonly one ſeryanr, to go unto his dear Yaleria, In his going thicher , 
entertained himſelf with every thing that might flatrer his Pajlion ; and his

Is it poſſible ( ſaid Em/1;xs unto his friend ) I ſhould have rhe happineſſe 
toembrace you, after all hopes of you were loſt ? and that ar the very ſame in- 
ſtant when I was thinking «f- you ,--and defiring your company , you ſhould 
come to partake of my joyes : For, truly my dear Herminins, if you till re- 
rain theſame thonghrs of your friend, doubrleſſe you will be yery glad to ſee 
me happy: Newer Grake on'r, replied Herminins; And to deferthe pleaſure of ir

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nolongerfrom me, pray tell me whar happineſs it is. You ſþall know it, replied 
Emilixs, whewyou have rold me by whar miracle you are raiſed from the.dead. _ 
Hermini»s, who knew not that all Rome thought. him dead, did rbink; Emelis? 
*meang the length of his cxile : ſo as making nogreat marrer of wharhe ſaid, he 
onely rold him thar che relation of his fortune would be roo long for that 
Place ; and that all he wouldrcell him was, that being come-ro' ctis Courr of 
/ta'y with an African, called Amulcar, and rw6 of his friends, the one called 
Ari.medorus, and the other Zenocratesy he left them upon a promiſe to meet 
again at the houſe of Valerixs, where he was ro go to hear how ſquares” 
Rome, and where he had much orher bufineſſe of great imporrance; "By 
this ( added he) pray telt me, whicher are you going at preſent, and of wh:

Valeria ne hrer of Valeriaggyyhom Spurs once loved, and afterwards 
Mutins, when 4 went from Rowe? the very ſame ( repfied Emilizs, mach ſar- 
priſed to ſee the aſtoniſhment and ſorrow of his friend ) But whar's rhe reaſon 
this newes, in lieu of rejoycing, doestrouble you? Oh Emilia ( ſaid Hermmi- 
»s, and recoyled apace ) whar News have you t6ld me ? I have told you rhe 
trath, replied he, and a Truth which T chought would have been joy unto you : 
and yer I am ſo unhappy as to ſee it trouble you, but cannor imagine rhe cauſe, 
For I am ſure you loved Clelia when we were at Capoa, and1 never ſaw any ap- 
pearance of your loving V aleria,or of her loving you: What then is the cauſe of 
chis great alceration I faindin your face, arid this trouble which I ſee in your 
heart ? For if my goodforrune doe aty waies afli& you, I dodeclareunto you; 
thar 1 cannor be happy. 

Ah Emiltus ( ſaid Herminias ) Is it poilible you ſhould never hear in Rome thar 
I loved Valeria? and that you cannot love her unlefle you -become my Rivall, 
my enemy, nd unlefle you bercray rhat Amity. which you promiſed. I knew. 
not that-you loved Yaleria,replied Emilius: And chough I had known at,yer be- 
lieving you tobe dead, as all the reſt of your friends did, wy Sivelia her ſelfe, 
I chink I did you no wrong in loving her: whom you loved. I never. knew of 

our love to Valeria: for {ince I had no rhoughts of it ar Capoa, I could not 

ave at Rowe ; ſo as finding in this ſweet and fair Lady, all rhe ſweerriefſe and 
complaiſance that yerrue would permir her to ſhew, I had no reaſon co rhink 
ſhe intended che happineſs of any more rhen my ſelf.

In ſaying ſo, Her- 
minis: with abundance of ſorrow in his eyes, would have lefc Emilius, to go and 
rake his horſe. Bur Emilias, whoſe heart was divided betweeri Amity and Love, 
berween his friend and his Miſtreſs, and who perhaps had ſome ſparkes of jea- 
loufie which he knew no t of, he was very defirous ro know a little more: ſo 
as taking Hermwnivs by the arme, and ſpeaking unto him with much generofity 
and tenderneſſe ; I beſeech you ( ſaidheunco him) do- not offer ro leave: me 
thascruelly, but confider I conjure you, my innocency towards you, For you: 
know, that during all'the time of our wa 5 rogether, you never acquainted 


= with your love to Valeria; you never ſo much as named her unto me, as I 
ofcen told you, 1 chonght youn fours with Celia: 'Tis true, you would ne-

I publiſhed the newes with incredible griefe : It was confirmed by S:welia, who 
alſo, publiſhed the particulars'of ir to all che world: The Tyrant grieyed that 

ou had eſcaped his-cruelcie ; all your friends lamented you: I ſaw Valeria, 1 
ell in love with her : 1found her diſpoſed ro obey Valerws, who commanded 


r Hrs my affe&ion : and I prepared my ſelfe to marry her by conſent

even of your illu{trious Mother who knew of w, What crime then have 
itced 2 and wherein have I wronged you? In nothing, anſwered Her - 
minius; but your innocence does onely make me the more miſerable : for indeed 
Emiljas, 1f it. had been any other bur your ſelfe, exther he or 1 ſhowld have dy- 
ed, rather then endured he ſhould rake V aleria from me, who as ungrarefull and 
aithfull as ſhe is, yer is ſhe ſo dear unto me, as withour dearh, I cannor ſuf- 
ur another ſhould enjoy her; Therefore, ſince I cannor with honour be your 
enemy, and fince it does not pleaſe my capricious fortune. I ſhould have ſuch 
aRivall whom I may ruine ; I will even go-and die in ſome place or other, 
wheremy paſſion ſhall nor force me rtoany thing againtt my daty : For, ler me 
rell you, that conſidering the humour I am in, I dare nor anſwer for my ſelfe 
if I fee you long, Gotherefore, happy Emu/ins , and gather the recompence of 
all my ſervices : and if you will,. never tell che inconitant Valeria that I am li- 
ving, fince the terme I have ro live is ſo ſhort, as I ſhall quickly confirm the 
news of my death. 
; Did I rhink the fight of me would afflict thar ungratefull perſon, who is go- 
ingto make you happy, andhath ſo long and ſo cruelly deluded me, I'would go 
. and upbraid her with inconſtancy : Bur ſince now, ſhe loves you berrer then 
ever ſhe loved me, ſhe will nor Rartle ar rhe fight of me, bur rather triumph 
over my misfortune, 

After this, he offered to diſengage himſelfe from Emelius, who held him by 
force,and gave him moſt obliging languag?, rhough his mind was much difquie- 
red , for he loved Herminixs molt tenderly : he was infimitely obliged unro 
him ; and he underſtaod that V aleriahad loved him, and he knew nar whatto 
think. Love on one fide tormented him ; friendſhip raiſed a thouſand ſcruples

lerins rarned towards Emiliss,and told him, that he muſt n6w revoke his words 
«For (ſaid be?) my daughters heart be nor changed rowards Herminins; and if 
the hearr of Heyminins be not changed rowards my daughter, ſhe catmor'be 
yours, fince now he is returned, Oh Sir, replied Emlizs, do nor' force me to 
grieve at the life of a friend who is ſo dear unto me'; No, no, Hermi- 
»iasfaintly, never fear the generoliry'of Valerins : the heart of Faleris is chan- 
ged, and Iam not ſo happic as to render you miſerable. Yaerins fi hint- 
ſelfe barwixe rwo men whom he: loved ſo dearly, and who found ir fo diftglr 
ro pleaſe both, herhought upon nothingrhen, bur how to carry them both+to 
his houſe, lea(t chey ſhould be exaſperared againſt each other. Ar firſt, their ſpi- 
rits did fo boil, Us they knew ſo lictlewhat to do,that ay would nor go with 
him : For Herminixs ſaid he had no mind to ſee Valeria, tince ſhe loved him 
not : Emilixs on his (ide ſaid, that fince V 4leriws revoked his word; in all pro- 
babiliry V 4/eri4 would revoke her hearr : and Valerixs not knowing well whar 
ro anſwer them, he hearrily beſeeched rhem to follow him. | 
., Meantime, theſe two fair ones that were walking, ſeeing Valerizs bring thoſe 
he went unto,along with him, they went unto the door where Valerins was ro 
encer, purpoſely rg ſee who were with him : bar in coming hither, they were 
ſtrangely ſurpriſedto ſee Hermming whom they believed to be dead, Yer there 
was a great difference berween Valeria and Flavia : for the laſtof theſe went to 
him with abundance of joy, and Valeriain lieu of joy, went back, and was 
conſtrained to fit down upon aſeat of graſs which was near the door, for ſhe

Valeria, for all her p2rplexicies, yet thought ſhe ſaw ſome fignes of Love in 
the behaviour of Herminiws:bur yer the kept ut ſecrer from Flavia, and would 
fain have rhoughr rhar he did nor loveher. Whilit ſhe was in this turbulencie 
of mind: V aleri#s, who dearly loved both Ho-1#nius and Emilins, he ſpoke unto 
them borhin preſence of each other , with abundance of generoſity and kind- Y 
nefſe: He told Hermmins in preſence of tm livs , rhar it was he who publiſhed 
the news of his death: He toldhim afterwards hoyy great was the griet cf all his 
Friends, of Sivelia , of Emilins, of his own: Confefſing unto him, thar.

, #5,which made him rhink ſhe quarrelled with him without a cauſe,further then 
becauſe ſhe loved Emilius, Bur after along diſcourſe it was reſolyed thar the 
next morning if Ve'eriawas any thing better, Herminins ſhould ſpeak with her 
withour any witneſſes bur F/avia. That Emilins , afterwards, ſhould have the 
ſame freedom. Thar after this,they ſhould both rogerher ſee her in the preſeuce 

of Valerins and Domitiaz andthen to let her chuſe according unto her own 
mind. So as after this, every one retuedinto their Chambers: As for Valerias, , "q

Things being in rhis poſture, Vindicivs, aperſon that underſtood himſelf well 
enough, wearied with ſlavery, ill trzared by his Maſter, and ſtarrled to ſee per- 
ſons {o near Brutms _ay ain(t him , imagin'd ir would be acertain way 
ro recover his own liberty, if he hindred-Rowe from returning into lavery. Hg 
therefore reſoly'd ro go ſecrerly and acquaint the Conſuls with what was in 
hand ; bur as he went , he bethought him that he needed do no more then ac- 
quaint Yalerius with the buſineſſe; for the Sons, Brother-laws , . and Nep 
of Brurns being engag'd in the Confſpiracie, hewas afraidhe might proceed'roo 
lowly in it, ſhould he have acquainted him with irat firſt.

Vaerins, Hermimias and Amilcar, and 
after leave raken of S#/picia , and her inco e ny mn On the other 
fide, Celeres having ſufficiently diſguiſed himſelf, was nor diſcoveredat Targui- 
»ia,, bur was witnefle of the fury Tarquinand Thilia weie in; when theencer- 
Priſe of their Envoys failed ar Rome. However, they took acertain wicked com- 
tort to hear thar Brwrus had the aflition-ro fee the death of his own Children. 
Celeres ſaw alſo the ir of the beaurifull Ocr:fiazwho wonld needs die when 
ſhe underſtood rhe dearh of her ſervant. : 
In the mean time , though Targnin were implacably incenſed again _ 
mary, hee 


ces, becauſe he was loved by Clz1ia, the Tyrant's ambition being rhen 

nant. over-his love, yet durſt he not rreathim- harſhly. On che contrary, 
was ſo carefull of him, thar; he ſoon-recovered of his wounds , bur was'never- 
theleſſe very narrowly lookedro. .: The greateſt enjoyment Aronces had , 'was; 
that the Prince of Pome;3a and Titnr, both metres pew were permirred ro 
viſit him; So that from them he underftood the tranſaRions at Rome, . Celeres 
rherefore having obſerved that theſe Pringes often vifired Arozces, and nor 
finding any other way to ſpeak to him but by their afliſtance, reſolvedro cruſt 
himſelt roche Prince of Pomeria, a perſon of noble and verruous inclinations. 
He therefore made acquaintance with him, and begged of him the favour ro ſee 
Aronces, to bring him tidings from Cle//a , aſſuring him he would not meddle 
wich any thing but what directly related to the Loves of Aronces , withour rhe 
lealt refle&tion on the concernments of Rowe, In ſo muchthart the Prince of 
Pometia ſenhible of Lovers misfortunes, promiſed Celeres rodo wharhe deſired, 
beſides that, being infinitely in love with Hermw/ia, hee in like manner woul 
rru(t Celeres, and entreated him that, by the ſame way as he gave Arences an ac- 

. Count of Celia, he would ſend tidings of him to the amiable Sifter of Bruexs, 
He made the Prince his Brother acquainted with this bufinefſe , thar Celtres 
might ſend from him ro Co/lartine, whom he ſo dearly loved ; for as things ood 
rhen, it would have been hard for them to ſend often to Kewe tem 
diſcovexed. Bur by rbe means of Celeres they doubred not the ſafe carriage 
their Letters, ſo chat having promiſed him gor ro wrire nw ching bur whar re» 
lated to their Love, and he on the other fide, himſelf ro chem, 'nos to 
meddle with any thing but what concerned thar of hisfriend, thoſe rwo Prin- 
ces carried their buſineſle with ſo much prudence, rhar the officers r 
Aronces ſuffered ſome of their retinue togo inalong withrhem when ever chey 
went co viſit that Priſoner. By this means Celeres , diſguiſed like one ofrhoſe 
Slaves , who wait on Princes in theic Chambers , attended chem when rhey 

went to ſee Aronces, The firſt time he came , that illuſtrious Priſoner was all- 
moſ7 our of himſelfe for joy , and the entertainment that happened berween 
the Prince of Pometia, Titss and him', was the nobleſt and moſt generous inthe 
World. -- So thar from that time Ce/eres became the Confident of cheſerhree 

Princes, and went diverſe times to Romre to bring their letrers to Cletia', Her- 
wills, and C ollatina, whoſe anſwers he- fairhfully rerurnedto theſe three Lo- 
vers, who found ſome eaſe in diſcourhng of their joint misfortunes. For, the 
Prince of Ppmetia and Tirzs being great Lovers of Veftue , they had ahorronr 
forthe wicked aQtions of rhoſe tro whom they oughe their lives; andif the ſame 
virtue that oblig'drhemtoabhor theit-crimes;had not alſo ingte'd them jk 
intereſts, they had bin their enemies, for asro the Crown they hadno{pretence 

to its Sexts(bcing only look'd on by Tayey and Tulliaas fit ro ſucceed chem.” 

What was moſt remarkable, was, that this Prince; who by rhe — 
Q. 
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did Lacretie, cauſed the ruine of his Houſe, che minfarretion of Rome, and all 
che miſeries of the King his Father, the Queen his Mother, the' Princes tns 
Brethren, and'himfelfe, groaned under, did never rhe lefle mmd his enjoyments 
inthe hiccle Town where he was retir'd, and whence he durft nor ſtirre, becaufe 
Targquiz could not in uvrs 6 ge been near his perſon,' So rhar never em ney 
on the death of that amiable perſon, or regarding rhe misforrunes which in 
likelihood he muſt foreſee, 'he led as voluptious a life as if he had been in Rowe 
in abſolute peace. kak 
It was not fo with Tarquiz and Twlia, for they omirred nothing which jrhey 
choughr might concribute any thing ro rheir re-eftabliſhment. Having rherfore 
ſent ro Rewe, and the Conſuls having accepred the War they had declared , 
 Targuin went one morning to Aronces, to get Inm to wnre to Porſenna, to af. 
ſurehim of his noble entertainment, that ſo the perſon whom he intended ro 
ſend to him, might the berter be received.” Whar I deſire of you, ſayes 7 arquin ' 
to him, conraines nothing that 1s unjuſt, and ſavours not.ofthe Tyranny which | 
my enemies reproach me with. For having taken on a» Arms againſt me, 
I might treat you as an enemy, and yetnot becchargedwirth any injultice. Bur 
fince there is a very ftrict allyance berween the King of C/»/»m and my ſelfe, , 
I ſhall proceed with moderation. Iam not tolearn, My Lord, replies Aronces, 
withour the leſt difturbance,rhar rhere hath been an alliance berween Rowe and 
Glafium, but know not whether #here will be any hereafteriberween Tarquin 
and Porſenna, on 
How it ever may happen, added he, all Ican tell yon, is, that you have taken 
me in Arms, and that accordingly, I expeG& no other favour then to be treated 
as a Priſoner of War, Look nor rhereforeon me in rhis conjunCture, as. ſome 
rorheKing of C/#fiums, but as afriend to Clel/nes Brut alerins, and Herminigs, 
and aſervantroCle/ia, Look upon me, Ifay, as an enemy, and expe& nor 
Iſhould write anything ro the King my Facher, to enſnare him into your in- 
rereſts. He un ds his own berter, replyed Tarqsia,then ro refuſe his pro» 
re&ionts a Prince forced away byhis rebellious Subjedts, and conſequently 
not eo yoyn with me. If bedo it, replies generouſly Aronces, I ſhall be the 
moſt unforrunate of men, as being reduced co ſuch an extremity, as that I can- 
notbear Arms againſt-you; and if he do it nor, I ſhall infallibly make one among 
your enemies. Targziz obſerving with what conſtancy Aronces ſpoke, and at- 
criburivg ar co the {trongeft paſſion he had forClelia,was ſo much rhe moreexaſ- 
perated againſt him, inſomuch that though he oughr ip point of policy ro hu- 
mour thar illuſtrious caprive, yet could he not forbear to give him abirrer an- 
ſwer, telling him, that if he were treated any bercer then he ſhould, ir was nor 
for his own ſake. : 
' However, he ſends to Porſenna, ro acquaint him, thar he had raken his Son 
in Arms, yet that he didnor detain him as anenemy, bur only to keep him from 
ring ineo Rewe,where he might marry Clel:a, who was then at liberty ; Thar 
nownng it was not his intention it ſhould be ſo, beſent him norice of it, in- 
treating andexhorring himto take his part ; thar he would rememberthe alli- 
ance there was berween them ; and to conſider his cauſe as ſuch as mighr be 
that of all Kings. | 
Fhis done T arquin went in perſon from City to City, to beg afliftance of his 
EI _ along with him-the Princes Soh's, to raiſe the more com- 
paſhonin the people. Bur Targuinbeing ratherfeared then loved, he wa#inot 
received favourably any where bur among the YVeientes , for which reaſon he 
took themore pains rowin them inro his party then any other ; - befides' char 
Veie was one of the moſt confiderable Ciries of all Hr ar It was as bigee as 
Athens, extreamly populous, and yery rich, rhe inhabiranrs were tour men, 
andthe Country ing thereto, reached from the Javicalns ro/Targuinia, 
andfrom thence ro the Mounrain Sordtte, towards the of the Falifes, 
| beingſcatedhigh, inafettile Country, about fourreen miles from Rome, and 
| Con» 
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conſequenrlyyery fir for the commadious enterrainmenc of an Atmy, .and 
wirhall, ftrangely to incomrttodace the Romans.” Belides which, Tarqum being 
confident that rhepeople of Tarquizia, which was alſo a very firong City, 
would be for tiim, rhoughr, thar if he could but joyn the Pientes and the Tar- 
q%inians rogerher, they would be ftrong enough ro teduce Rome. He therefore 
was extreamly defirous to engage them into. his intereſts, and being loath to 
truſt avy one to perſwade'thoſe whom. he would gain, he provided to ſpeak 
himſelfe. The Councell whereby char Conſiderable Ciry was governed, mer 
cogerther, ' Tarquin being followed mg by che rwo Princes his Sons with a 
ſmall rrain, to raiſe rhe'greater pitry in thoſe whom he would make partner s 
in his diſgraces.

And as men are generally moved at extraordinary accidents, ſo, how tyran- 
nicall ſoever Tarquin might have been, choſe he ſpoke ro being nor his ſub- 
jeas, bur his neighbours and allies, they heard him with reſpect, and had a 
grear compaſſion for him. Tarquin was not certainly any of rhe handſomeſt 
men, yer had he, I know not what, that was great amidſt his fiercenefſe, which 
was not unſuirable to his birth. Adde to thar, his being followed by che Princes 
his Sons, who were very handſome men , did as it were ſofren the hearts of 
choſe whoſaw Princes of ſuch high birth become-unforrtunare in . ſo ſmall 
rime. Tarquir therefore being placed where he was to ſhea, doing his humour 
a certain violence, began now to entreat, who had neyer before bur command-

Targqvin having given over ſpeaking, with-drew to leave them to che liberryof 
cheic ſuffrages. Ar firſt fight, he ſeemed to have moved the hearts,of thoſe that 
heard him, thar all the yoyces were for him, Bur ſome of the Aſſembly having 
conſidered the buſinefſe more narrowly, ſaid, rhat the point ro be debaced was, 
whether they were Allies tro Rowe, or to Tarqum.

the ſame time; of muſtringrtheir Legions, modelling an Army, execcifing rhe 
new rais'd Souldiers,fortfying their Cirty,and tranſlating the War as far as rhey 
could from their own Walls. So thar in Rome, Veie,and Tarquima, all were in 
Arms, all ready ro fight, However, Celerespaſſed to and fro berween Rowe and 
Targuinia, to carry news from Arom:esro Cleliag and from Clel'a to Aronce. 
But when everhe went, he wanted nat a packet ro'Hermilia and Collatins, who 
were more then infinicely troubled, when they underſtood that the Armies 
were ſoon to take the field, For when. Hermilia did but imagine thar ſhe ſavy

In a word, if ſhe bow 
down her head a little, ſhe does it in ſuch a way; as would make a man wiſh to 
have her ſo drawn. If ſhe turn ic rowards you, you find in your ſelf a readineſs 
ro give her thanks forthar favour, rhough ſhe look not on you ; and if ſhe be 
in a melancholly poſture, there is I know not whar inthe air of her counre- 
nance, which forces a man ro wiſh himſelte rhe occafion rhereof.

Nowrheſe particular ftudies 
ſoon become general ; for ——— ar certain hours © copfer toge- 
cher, they give an account of all rhey have » as alſo of the reflections 
they have made on the gn read, So that what any one bath fludied, 
rurns to the advantage of the Society ; and by that innacent conribucion of 
Science, they become the learned{t menof their: rime,, and; wizhalh the” maſk 
yertuous ; for one of their greareſt maxims, is, that men-ſhould noe 
the attainment of choſe things thar'make rhem acceprable , rill chey have 
found ont Wharever may make them berrer. Befides, they profeſſe ty a- 
movyg themſelves, as life and dearh purs among all 'men. bo that they ate all 
skilled in ſome Arr neceffary to the _ Timantes for his part, is ſo admira- 
bly well ſeen in all che ſecrers of Agriculture, eſpecially whatever contribures 
to the beaury and gnodneſs of O » Char be hack: found out the way to 
reduce into one Garden all rhe excellent fruirs thar-all che ſeveral-parrs of 
the world affords. So thar Africk and 4 fie have not any, which he Dot 
makegrow and ripen in chat 'excellent part of Emrope, He 'knows which re- 
quire only the Sun-rifing, which his trongeft rajes art noon : he knows. which 
require a far ſoyle , which a drie ; he knows how to plant, and ro water 
them ſeaſonably ; nay, he corre&s the narure of ſome fruits, by cranſplanci

Tiwantes hath moreover this advantage 1n his retirement, that no man can 
charge him with chufing that kind of life, becauſe hewas not able ro m | 
great affairs ; for while he was yer young, he was put into glorious and di 
cult employmenyts, wherein he made equal diſcoveries of prudence and ince= 
grity. Whence coming to learn the inconftancyand fickleveſs of Fortune,and 
the tumultnonſneſs of Courts, he was mote fir then avy other ro comfort 
and keep up the ſpirirs of an illuſtrious, rho unfortunate on , whom 
Forrune ſeemed defirous to forſake. He accordingly mvifired T bemrſtss ſeveral 
times, during rhe fir{tdayes of his baniſhment, and my illuftrious friend hach 
rold me fince, that he rhinks, that, if Timantes had been acquainted with all his 
affliction, he had haply recovered him as well of che griping affliftions of his 
hearr, as hedid thoſe of his mind. But knowing nothing of his love, all the 
remedies he gave him were onely againſt ambition. I beſeech you, ſaid he ro 
him one day, be nor ſo extreamly caſt down arthe of your forrune; 
there needs no more then to be contens to be unhappy, to be ſo-no more : ſub, 
mir your will to that of the Gods, & you ſhall be beyond all pitty. Were you 
baniſhed for having —_—_ your Country or your Maſter, I ſhould adviſe 
you tobe troubled at it while you live; bur fince youare innocent, you gain 
more then you have loſt by loſing your forrune, your misfortunes will raiſe 
pitty, whereas being in favour you were-the objeX of enyy, and were 
wiſe you would comfort your ſelf for the Joſs of- a happineſs, whi 
ilwayes npon another, was never truly yours. Believe me, Themif us, it ar- 
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nes wealneffe inany mano build his. bopgiond s upon his, intereſt with 
ww and ir ſpeaks $4 jultice in himco think himſelfe unhappy, . when he or 
well reconciled to himſelf, that heis nor try witty any crime. Solicude 
hach its farisfa@ions as well as the Courr,and though peace and innocence,make 
n6 great; 'noiſe, - theſe - undiſturbed pleaſures are incompatabl ! beyond thoſe 
which a man mult divide withan infinite number of pgaple whom -h& would 
notbelike. I know well-you have ; a/great and noble ſoul; -but 3x ſomerimies 
-e as mach glory to contemn honour,as to Court ir. All che worlds ſatis- 
ed that you can conquer others,but ir is not yet known whether you.Ccan oyer-= 
come your'ſelfe. Ir is nolefſe knolvn -that-you; exerciſed moderation in your 
go0d fortunezbur ir is yer doubrful whether you can undergo abad one - with 
conftancy.Make it therefore your endeavour to Convince;your enemes,thar your 
deſerve not your diſgrace,and rthar-notwithftanding their enyie and malice, you, 
can find your ſelfe thoſe pleaſures which chey capnor diſturbe. For, in a word, 
all che power of thoſe char baniſh you,and all rhe ſpight of thoſe rhar'perſecure 
you, cannot hinder your comphlance with reaſon and verrue. They can-never, 
while they onely force you into the Country, added he ſmiling, hinder. our 
Gardens from affording'you their flowers, and fruits, our Brooks from mur« 
Muring, our Birds from tinging, nor you from quietly enjoying all theſe inno- 
cent:entertainments of ſolirude. And therefore, Thewiſtxs, ſince they cannor 
deprive you of- what a wiſe man is farisfied with, repine nor if they onely cake 
away from you amany things which can never ſatisfie an ambirious man, 
- Burg [generous Timantes, replied Themiſtxs, do you account it norhing to be 
deveſtedof rhe power of obli o—_—_ of people, - ro whom now I am 
rown unprofirable > 1 mu{tneeas, replied he, have agreat eſteem for that in- 
clination'of: well-doing, whereby you made good uſe of the favour you were: 
in, butit rather concerns thoſethar have loſt you, then ir does your ſelfe, to 
be troubled & your diſgtace. For in fine, true wiſdome conſiſts 1n an abſolute 
refhgnation of our ſetves to the diſpoſall of the Gods ; and in acting with e- 
quall vertue what condition ſoever we are in. While you were afayorite ro 
your Prince, you were obliged to be a Parrone of rhe unfortunare, to be libe- 
rall, andro do vertue juſtice ; but . now that you are out of favour ,, you 
are”: diſpzns'd from part of thoſe things, and all you have to: do, 
ro be glorious, is, ro be conſtant. Beſorhen, Themiſtus, if you value my 
advice ; for a man ſuffers lefle, when he is reſolved to ſuffer, then when he en- 
deayours to ſtruggle out of a misfortune which he muſt of neceflity en- 
dure. . 
This, Madam, was the effe&t of Timantes's diſcourſe with Themiſtus, whoſe 
eat hearr digeſted ir to ſuch adyantage, that he ſeemed nat to be the leaſt rrou- 
bled at his diſgrace. Burtto ſay truth, when I went to ſee him, and that he could 
ſpeak to me without any body by, the paſsion, whereof he complained nor,per- 
ſecured him after aſtrange manner. His ambition was eaſily chain'd ap by the 
good counſell of thoſe wiſe and vertuous men; and ſo he minded not the railing 
of afaCtion in the ſtate, ormaking a diviſion in the Army, as he might have done 
if he had endeavoured it, but rhe love he had within him, which he made the 
greate(t ſecrer in the world ro all burto me, afforded him not one minutes reſt. 
When he confidered that his diſgrace removed him both from the preſence and 
rank of Lizdamira, he could not matter his own thoughts, and, had he not been 
comforted byrhe Lerrers he ceceivedfrom that Princeſs, he had certainly been 
over-whelm'dby rhe exceſs of his aflition. Whar was yer very remarkable in

le knew whither he wasgone ; and that a woman out ot a. window had ſeen 
Ren looking on the dead party. Sothar adding ro.this the invererare hatred he 
had had for him, and his obſtinacy in refuſingro tell where he had been, from the 
time he hgd lefr his own houſe, till char he had been mer in, it could not be ex- 
peed, Mar eirher his verrue, or his reputation, how great ſoever, ſhould ex- 
empt him froma ſuſpcion of that murcher, They dehred him onely ro-name 
any one man that could ſay he had ſeen him any where; bur rhar he could nor 
do, fqrhe had ſeen onely Arzeliſa, and the ſlave that-had opened the.

andiſomerimes he was in a deep filence, which was nor incerrupred but by long, 
and mgurnfull fighs; But in fine,norto. trouble you with a deſcription of the 
exceſhyegrief of Liſyyas, I ſhall onely rell you, rhar he was three dayes and. 
el nights in ſo great a diſturbance, rhar a feaver cook him, bur with ſuch vi- 
olenct rhar. he loſt the uſe, of his reaſon che very firſt day, So that not able ro 
wake any refiſtance againſtche remedies were prefcfibes him, he recovered of 
the feavers, bur 2'Sifter of his, a very lovely Lady, that looked after him, was 
very.michſurpriſed to fee chat he recoyerednot hisreaſon with his health, Ic 
was not famuch wondered ar, that, while the feaver laſted, he was heard to 
ſpeak perperually of Arteliſa and Melicrates, and all his other Rivalls with a 
range confuGon ; bur when he had recover'd of the feaver, all were troubled 
ro ſee hyhkrcnge happenedro a perſon of great worth and underſtanding, 
Yer bad his extravagance ſomerhing advahrageous in ic ;;and ir was ſuch as nes

him ſpeak bac liccle; He was very melancholly, ſaid licrle, and, when he ſpoke, ig 
was dltogtther of 4rteliſa. ' Bur though there were no grear ſenſe in whar he 
ſaid of her, eg much coherence, yer, did all his diſcourſes berray certain

pe& ; and it was impoſhble to make him do or take any _ 
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if they did wb him chat 8 was Arteliſa's will, he ſhould. 

You may eaſily imagine w iſe this accid for at laſt it was blur-

other diſcourſe at C/arinca's, but of rhe faral conſequeuces thar arrended If 
chat ſhould love Arteliſa.. For Caliarres had, upon that account, loſt all his 
Eftate, A/cmmedes would have killed himſelfe, Liſzdas, had thereby..loſt his rea- _ 
ſon, and M-licrates, though it was then known, had by the ſame 1 
his honour. ſn che mean time,jhe accident, happen'd to Ly/pdas, >. peaks, 
all, and particularly in Arceliſa, who had been. the occaion of it, So _ rhe, 
friends of this unfortunate Lover having been with Clarinta to EN; Feat her to 
ſpeak ro Arteliſaro humour him, to ſee whether it wouldreftore him to his regs 
ſon, Arrel:ſa was Content, She therefore one day gave a viſit to the fiſter of this 
unhappy Lover, who had ſentfor her brocher: ro ber Chamber, Aſſpon as ſbe 
came 1n ſight, he would have gone away, remembring char ſhe had forbid 

him co ſee her. Bur ſhe being come thicher purpoſely.ro hamour him, flay'd" 
him, and asX'd him why he avoided her company. Ar rheſe words he ſtay'd, he , 
look'd on het very earneftly, and figh'd two or three times; after which,he ask'd 
her with a feeble voice whether ſhe knew himro be Liſpdas. I do, ſaid ſhe ro ' 
him, and'I am ſo troubled for the harſhneſle I uſed towards you, that, I come- 
purpoſcly hither to encreat. you to forget. 1., 

This rais'd Liſydas toa very great joy, yer could he nor expreſs it otherwiſe 
then by. his looks, for it was unpoſſble for him ro ſpeak. He, fell down on. his 
knees, took her garment; and kiſs'd it, and, out, of a miracle of love, three .or 
four kind words reſtored his Reaſon to, this unfortunate Loyer. Accordingly 
frem.thar hour, he had notxhag,melancholly. in, his coyncenance, which extra- 
vagance puts/upon, thoſe-it poſleſſes; and: rhough, he ſpake not, bur onely 
look'd on Arrelifa, yer was. thence wferred, that he, would recover rhe free- 
dom of his choughes. Burwhac was molt diwary, was, that as grief had. 
been the occaſion of his fickneſle, ſo this exceſle of. joy pur him into a fir 'of 
the feayer thar laſted a whole day, dncing, whack time, Arteljſa ſent twice.to 
ſee how he did, 'Tis true, the ſucceſs of this relapſe was much diffetenc. from 
that. of the firſt ficknelſs.; for this fit: caus'd by the. agitation of an exceſsive joy 
thar/had ſurpriſed him, diſpell'd thoſe melancholy yapours that had corrupred;

Ei/ydas. for fear of a relapſe into.the ſame. miſery, So. that upon theſe, induce- 
ments, asalſo che intreaties of his-orher Rivalls, who, rhoughr him a perſon nor 
much to befear'd; ſhe ſo ſoorkd up. Lifgdes, that in a few Jayes he becatne as

Things flanding thus, 'there was a Certain man, that had commirted a you!

enemy of Melicrates, Art firft it was thoughr he had been aloft man, and that 
this Thief would have nam*d him for che Author of his crime ; but rhe world 
was itrangely ſurpris'd, to underſtand that Melicrates was nor at all concerned 
init, and that this horrid a&ion had been commirred by a jealons and tevenge- 
full busband, who having diſcoveredſome familiarity berween his wife and rhar- 
enemy of Melicrates, would needs revenge himſelf wrthar manner. Whereup- 
on he that was truly guilty, being taken as he was making his eſcape, and haviyg 
confeſled all, Mehlcrates was abſolurely.cleared, and recovered his former repu- 
ration with much more lultre then before. However, p2ople were extream-' 
ly.to ſeek, why: he ſhould be ſo loath to diſcover the place he was ar when 

is murtherhad been commirred. Burt was not long ere it came our, for I 
am to tell you, that Caljanres ſpending now more highly then ever he had done; + 
the ſlave, who had ſome time Ry the Garden-door ro Melicrates, and whom 
Arteliſa had ſoon after otdered to be ſold, having paſſed through the bands of 
rwo othet;Maſters, came ar laſt ro Cal;antes, and revealed rhat ſecrer ro him, 
whereat this Lover was ſp ſurpris'd; rhat' he conld nor ſmother the aftoniſh- 
ment he conceaved therear.

Loyers had made the greateſt cp of love to Avteliſa ; whether Caliantes, 
who, being of a magnificent and liberall nature, was Coprent to embrace poyer- 
ty for her ſake ;or Alcimedes, who, being a Lover of life and irs enjoyments, 
would through an exceſs of love kill humſelfe ; or Liſpdas, a perſon ,of grear 
underltanding, wha had fallen mad through the violence of his paſſion ;or Me- 
licrates, who being a paſſionate lover of glory, had conſented ro. the lofle 
his own, rather then prejudice the repuration of his Miſtreſs. Freeliſa was jt 
then comero the age ſhe would be of ere ſhe married, for this adventure had 
laſted co the twentieth year of her age. So that her Mother and the reſt of her 
friends, preſſed her ro make choice of the perſon ſhe inrended ro marry. ''The 
Prince of Eryx would alſo have her to declare, ro prevent whar misforune 
might happen berween four perſons of equall worth with any in the world. 
Add to this, that theſe Lovers Joan. ba rodo onely what was juſt,  not- 
withſtanding their love, eyery one thought he had many reaſons to alledge to 
Arrteliſa, ſo that their muruall hatred being ſmorher'd by an exceſs of genero- 
firy, the Princeſs C/arinta, who was to arbitrate this great difference,  endea- 
voured ro find our ſome expedient, - whereby rhis. adventure might come to a 
period without any miſchief done. She therefore ſo _ che buſineſſe, char 
theſe four Levers ptomiſed ro ſubmit ro Arteliſa's will, fo as that the unfor- 
runare ſhould nor quarrell with him chat were choſen, provided char, before 
hand, in the preſence of perſons able to adviſe, they mighe produce their -rea« 
ſons, to proveevery one the grearneſs of his affe&ion ; for I had _—_ rorelf 
you that Arreliſa had declar'd, that ſhe would beſtow her ſelfe on him from 
whom ſhe had received the greareſt expreſsion of love. Bur rhe Princefs Cla- 
rinta, fearing that if they ſpoke themſelves, they would be exaſperared one a- 
gainſt another, made rhem conſent every man ro chooſe a friend, to ſpeak their 
reaſons for rhem, before thoſe that were to adviſe Artel:ſa. She alſo made them 
ſwear, that, afſoon az the choice were over, thoſe that were-not choſen ſhould 
leave Eryx for fix monerhs, and ſhould not ſo muth-as take their leaye' of 

Arteliſa. 

All hefe Articles being agreed on, the Princeſs aflembled rogerher all choſe 
perſons whom ſhe thought comperent judges in ſuch a caſe , and the fogr £64 
vers made choice of rhoſe thar were to ſpeak for them. Terawns was Gillen 
the firſt invited co this famous conliftory ; a perſon of great worth, cal 


riander, who was come from Syracaſe to Eryx, was alſo entreated t@bet 
the ſolirary Merigenes quitred his wilderneſſe to the ſame end ; and Clarins 
would needs have them ſtay one day for anilluftrious friend of hers, I 


mult give you a chara&er of: for having made you acquainted with all the per- 
ſons of worrh at Eryx, it is bur juſt I give you the knowledge of him Tam ro 


ſpeak ro you'of, ſince he was one of my friends judges, | 
Know then that this generous friend of Clarinte's 1s called Anaximenes, a per- 


ſon of extraordinary merit. He is well- born, and comes of aHouſe bleſs'd with 
an Eftare ſufficient to ſarsfie a wiſe man, and yet may it bg} £15 athouſand 
rimes lefſe then he deſerves. Anaximenes is tall, hath: aw eudi#Souncenance, a 
dark hair, adelicare bur pale complexion, ſomewhar a.great mduth, « well pro- 
portion'd noſe, difes black, large, & full of fire, Yer istus deportment grave e- 
nough, though his eyes do many times berray an oblige. For his under- 
ſtanding, requires more knowledge then I have to irwell. For not to 
mention the grear prodigaliry of nature rowargs him in that particular, he hath 
improved it 7 Anal. wy He hath not onely learned whatever che Greeks knew, 
bur alſo whatever the Chaldzans, the Babylonians, and che Egyptians, have 
communicated to others. So thar whatever the moſt learned, as well anciene as 
motiern, knew'ſepararely, he hath united in himſelf. ce is ir; thar he is:Con- 
ſulredupon the moſt obſcure paſſages of Hefiod and Homer, and what from 
Greece, where the Diſciples of the ſeven Wiſe-mey do yet flouriſh. what from 
(Yotona, and Met apoxt, where live thoſe of Pythaghees, he conſtantly _ 2-4 
Ct- 
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Lettersfrom thoſe learned perſons with whom he holds correſpondence. For 
the Tongues, he hath an admirable command of four, not reckoning his own, 
and writes Verſes in all thoſe four, as well as in his own narurall language. He 
hath alſo writ diverſe pieces in Proſe, full of excellent knowledge ; and whar 
ever is noble- in Poely, or curious in point of Letters, he is abſolute Ma» 
ſter of. _ : | 

But though Anaximeres be a _— perſon, and his company much 
*courtedby all the lovers and profeſſors of learning; yer is it not to be imagi- 
ned, that he ſees no orher people ; no, his acquaintance ſpreads nor onely 1n- 
ro rhat of Queens, Princes, Princeſſes, and Minifters of (tate, bur alſo inrg 


that of all rhe Gallants- about the Court, and all the Beauties, wirhonr ans 


exception ; for, to ſpeak freely, he is no leſs a lover of the Ladies then of the 
Muſes ; and what makes for his advantage, is, that they have an infinice efteem 
for him, and thar he never had a violent love for any one of them, bur ſhe be- 
came his very familiar friend. For when he loves, he does it with violence, nay 
he hath the gift of ſhedding patſhonatereares, which all Lovers have not, and 
heis the molt generous Lover inthe world. *Tis true, he cannot endure to love 
all his life ro no purpoſe ; and what 15 molt particular 1n his love, is, thas ſome- 
rimes an ordinary paſsion cures him of a great on2, thac he can afterwards re- 
ſame his former chaines without breaking his ſecond, thar he tan ceaſe loving, 
yer not hare, andthar his love 1s many times changed into friendſhip. " 
Anaximenes is not to be numbred among thoſe people rhar have friends one- 
ly for themſelves, for though he hath a great intereſt 1n all thoſe rhar have any 
inthe Court of Eryx, yer does he not make any advanrage of it himſelfe, ſave 
thar of ſerving orhers. He.is perperually doing good offices for ſome or other, 
and the world affordsnot. a perſon thar takes greater young in obliging ſuch 
of any worth as are unfortunare, then he does. Nor does he thinkir enough to 
ſerve ſuch with his credit, as he.thinks ſtand in need thereof, bur his own eftate 
lyes as open to his friends as himſelf; and theſe things he does as freely as if 


fortune had given him ſecurity he ſhould never want any thing. And for the | 


incereſt he hath with great ones, he gets ir not by baſe ſycophancy; on the con- 
rrary, he ſpeaks ſincerely, and couragiouſly, to thoſe whom he deales wich ; 
and diſcovers a greater heart 1n giving a fairhfull advice, then others doin the 
actions that make moſt noiſe, His vertue 1s not unciviliz'd, or ſcrupulous, he 
injures no man, Nay endeavours not the prejudice of his enemies ; his behayi- 
our is innocent, all his inclinations generous ; he loves glory, yer does nor ad- 
mir ambition ; and ro define himin few words, he hath the knowledge of a 
a Grecian, the heart of a Reman , and a ſoul as amorous as if he had been. 
born in Africk, | | 
Anaximenes, being ſuch a perſon as I repreſent himto you, was one of thoſe 
rhat came tothe Princeſs C/arinta*s, on the day appointed for Arre/sſas four 
Lovers, to giveeach of them their reaſons ro prove the greatneſs of their af- 
fe&tion. Burt that ſogrear a difference might receive aperiod without the feare 
of any unhappy conſequence, they cauſed the four Lovers ſolemnly ro ſwear 
thar-they would exa&ktly obſerve the engagement that rhey had made, nor to 
raiſe any quarrell about the choice after 1t was once made,nd ro leave Eryx 
the ſame day. For my own particular, in regard Thad been long there, and was 
a friend toall theſe Lovers, andmuch favour'd bythe Princeſs C/ari#a, 1 was 
one of thoſe that were to give Agteliſa rheir advice. Bur ar laſt, rhe day being 
ſer, and Arteliſa come to the Princeſs Clarinta's Palace, where four very un- 
derſtanding Ladies, choſen by her with che conſent of rhe four Lovers, being 
come, Meriander, Teramus, Anaximenes, Merigenes, three others, and my ſelf, 
mer them there. C/arinta would have the buſineſſe debared in a ſpacious Clh- 
ſer, wanſcored in the roof, that hadall abour ic a many Cabinets full of rhings 
curious and magnificent. The Princeſs lay on a little Bed of Rare, all rhe La- 
diesſat on cuſhions, and theſen either ſtood or halfe kneel'd by the Ladies,

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upon alarge piece of Tapiftry which rook'up halfe of the Cloſer. For the four 
. Lovers, they'were withthe Prince; Clarines not thinking ir fir rheyſhould hear” 
whar was ſaid againſt them one after anocher, "leſt i gh exaſperare them.” 
Nay, they drew lots who ſhould ſpeak firſt of rhoſe ©thar” were to plead for 
them. So ir happened that A/cimede,*s friend ſhould" begin, Cabiantes's ſhould 
be che ſecond, Liſydas*s nexr, and Melicrates*s laſt. Clarinta did further-oblige 
thoſe rhar wefe to ſpeak, ro addreſs their ſpeech ro Arteliſe, whoſe thoughts 
were then in no ſmall difturbance. When all had caken their places, 'Alciae- 
des's friend, who was to ſpeak for him, was tall'd, whohaving made a low teve- 
rence, and received Clarinta's order, ſpoke tothe fait 'Arreliſa, in rheſe terms.

The 
Caſtle of' Ar/ia was ſciruated at the foor of rhoſe mounraines of the Forreſt, 
whence it hath irs name, but extending themſelves in a tnanner equally on - 
both the right and lefr hand, they made a kind of a Creſcent, in the midſt where- 
of was a ſpacious plain, which had on the oneſide high mountains, and on the 
other afenny Wood, which made it almoſt inaccefſible. Yer was there one place 
through whuch it was poſſible ro come to Tarquin's Camp ; bur ir being neceſ- 
ſary to paſs along the extremity of a Mountain that commands rhe whole plain, 
it was adangerous courſeto take ; for the plain was croſſed by a lirtle riyuler, 
which having madediverſe turnes along the Wood, falls into it, is ſwallowed 
upinto it of a ſudden; and then falls into the neck of a Mountain which lies 
on the left hand of the Caſtle of Arfia. . | 

T arquin, being ou in a place ſo well fortified by nature, had made all che 
advantages of it that a great Captain could: for making arr and nature combine 
rogerher , he {had added Trenches to a.ſciruation ſo firong of it 
ſelfe. So that a man wel yerſed in matrers of War, could nor conceiveir other 
thena raſh attempt toforce him, eſpecially his Army being as numerous as 
thar of Brutus, Beſides, he had diſpos'd hisgEamp along rhe little rivuler I 
ſpoke of, behind which he had raiſed a Trenef; and had raken ſuch order rhar 
his Camp was inacceſſible every way, what by the rivuler that ſecur'd ir, whar 
by rhe Trench which made thar yer more ftrong, what by the Wood, and what 
by che fenne which could not be paſs'd ca. The onely place where they 
could ſet upon a poſt ſo fortified 4 art and nature, was the high way from 
Rome to the Caſtle of Arfia, which was as Itold you, paſs'd by the foot of the 
Mountaine, which ſeemed ro be inacceſſible : yer was there a neceſsity to ma» 
ſer it, beforethey could ſo much as approach T7 arqain's Camp. Nor had that 
Prince, who knew the conſequence of ir; negle&ed to pur it into ſuch a condi- 
tionthar ir could nor beforc*d. To that end had he rais'd a fort upon the deſcent 
of the mountain which looked towards the plain, , and had placed therein Ma- 

_ Chines and ſpeople ro manage them to defend ir. From this Forr had he 
drawn a line all along the Wood, up to the top of a mountain, ro a place ſo 
flrong of ir ſelf, rhar men cauld not go it up. This line was further made good 
by lirtle forts which he had raiſed at certain diſtances; and ro make this poſt 
ſomewhat ſtronger yer on thar ſide, he fell'd a great number of Trees, which 
caſt confuſedly one upon another,and rhe bou hes half cut off, and twining to- 
gether, made _—_— obſtacle then a wall could have done, There was yer a- 
nother place which afforded aſmall paſſage berween rwo Mountains, bur it be- 
ing fix or ſeven miles adout rogoro it, and rodo that, there was a neceſsity of 
paſsing through places which Brurws could not poſsibly have any acquaintance 
with ; and thar beſides, a great Riyer fortified that place without any further 
trouble. 7 arquin thought it ſufficient ro fell down a tmany Trees to make the 
acceſsrhe more difficulre, Adde ro this, that the groſs of his Army lying on 
thar fide, he never fear'd being ſer upon that way.'To be ſhorr, his Camp lay ſo 

-- advantageouſ] re he had ſo well improved what nature had offered him, thar 
it was not without reaſon that herhought it inexpugnable. Burt'Brat «s was ab- 
ſolurely reſolved to give him an afſaulr ; and ro hs nd would needs in the firſt 
, place arrempt the line that was on the top of the Mouncain, ieaving thefort on 
the 
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the left hand, to take 1D the little Forts by which it was made gocd, for by thar 
meanes maſtering the aſcent that commanded the other places, it would have- 
been more eahie to taken the Fort, and ſo-come to a bartelin 7 arguiz*s Camp. J.. 
For / alcrins, it Was his buſineſs to ſer upon that great fortification of Trees, 
- which ſecured the valley Itold you of. So that  5ratws was in hope thartheſe 
rwo ſeverall aſſaults wculd oblige 7 a: 9uin to divide his Forces,and conſequent- 
ly chat it would be more eafie to overcome him ; nay, that if he once'gave 
way, it would be hard for him to avoid a rorall defeat ; for'that Brutws fa ling 
upon him from the Mountain, and Valerins poſſeſsing himſelfe of the plain, 
he could nor any way —_ 

To put this 1o great adeſign in execution, YValcrins, with the Body, under 
his command, departedearlier then Br #5, becauſe he was to go a gteat way a- . 
bout, and that having reſoly'd ro make the aſſault ar the ſame rime, it was not 
thought fir Br#:#s ſhould appear too ſoon before the enemy. In the mear time, 
this Nofrious Conſul ifſued out ſuch orders as were neceflary for thoſe Forces 
that were to be ergaged in the aſſault he was ro make, Oftav:*s with his Par- 
ty was commacded to make the fi:ft on-ſer ; and Hmr.ws commanding the ſame 
numbec of men, was orderedto relieve him, Braizs reſerving two Battalions 
to be diſpos'd of as need ſhould require. For the Infantry, it confified onely 
of fx batralions, of the firſt and ſecend legion, The nobleſt ſouls, who had no 
particular command in this aſſault, were all about Frntzs |excepr* Horativs 
and Sparins, and ſome others that were with Yalerins ; for as ro,T hemiftus, Me- 
leagenes, effmilins, Perſander, Herminins, Amilcar, Caliances,  Alcimedes and 
Liſydas, they were all about the firſt Conſull. The place through which chey 
were togo to the fighr,was in a manner inacceſsible;or there was a neceſsity of 
going up through a Vineyard that was digged up in divers places, and had at cer- 
rain diſtances walls made Terraſs-wiſe, to keep uptheearth 1D a place ſomuch 
digged up. _ |; 

Jo Pay nor all theſe ſeverall obſtacles hinder, but i440 Brutzs was lil 
iv hope to overcome, and the image of Lucrecia taking up all his thoughts, he 
felt within him a certain aſſurance which permitted im not ro hear any thin 
that reaſon ſuggeſted of the difficulty of the atrempr. He therefore gave the 
firſt orders for the-affaulr, but with ſuch a noble and majeftick countenance; 
that it might have beep ſaid that he was confident cf viftory. So that theſe for- 
ces with incredible violence, began that dangerous afſaulr. They get vp the 
Vineyard though with abundance of difficulty, they couragiouſly and impe- 
tuou becakthocogh the fell'd Teees, notrwithfianding the darrs of rhe ene- 
mies. Bur not able to do this great ation without ſome diſorder by reafon of 
the Trees, as alſo rhar the enemy made good their ground,they had much ado ro 
rally after they paſſed the fell'd Trees. On the orher fide, Sex/#s. a perſon of 
more gallantry then vertue, who commanded rhar place, coming up with a Bo- 
dy th at had not been broken, gave a check to the forces of Brute, Yer did they 
age give back, bur quitting the hopes of ViRory, they advanced nor any fur. 
ther. 

In the mean time, Brutws, who ont of the ſeverall defires of revenge, the li- 
berry of his Country, and the love of Glory, would needs have a parr in all thar 
related to that dangerous atrempr, comes up to ſee whar had been the ſucceſs 
of that firſt afſaulr. Bur he was much ſurpris'd ro ſee that his people had nat - 
forced the Trench ; that Oftaviusand 4ntins do what they could, were nor 
able ro make them advance, and that the meer reſpe& rhey hadfor their Leaders, 
hindred them from running away. Brut: much troubled at ſo unhappy a be> 
ginning, rook a ſudden apdygallant reſolution; yer was it a ae: þ rd to 
comprehend how grearefiiilers could be done by an equall number, chep - 
the former forces ha rodo,whereof rhere was nor then ny ROO 
of making any advantaggeSethar looking on them as a ſorr of people abſolure- 
ly unſeryiceable, it couldnt well be hop'd that they ſhould force ſuch as were. 
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| fironger then themſelves in number, our of ſo edrpmeagrons a poli. Byt on the 
other fide, Brutws ſaw thar if he rerreared, he forſook rhe forces thar had paſſed 
the fell'd Trees ; rhar he loſt the glory of rhe day ; that he muſt expe@ rhe 
ſhame of having ſuffered halfe his Forces to be deftroyed without reliefe ; and 
char this firſt ill ſucceſs mighr hinder the revenge of Lycreria, and the liberty 
of Rome ; as ſuch as ſhould difhearren his own Legions, and hill the Forces of 
Tarquin with hope and courage. So thar love, hatred, — and glory, quick- 
ning his reſolutions in ſo preſſing an emergency ; after he had an inſtant ſeen 
all T have rold you, and well contidered the difficulty of rhe arrempr, and the 
ſhame of a retrear, he reſolved of a ſudden to take rhe more glorious way, ima- 
gining in that extreamity,'thar he could not overcome ſuch great obſtacles, bur 
meerly by the greatneſle of his own courage, and that it concerned his yalour 
rather then his prudence to reſcue him out of To great danger. | 
This reſolution fixed upon, he alights, and purs himſelte in the head of the 
foot he had lefr, All rhe generall Officers, all rhe Souldiers of fortune I have 
named to you, did the like ; whereupon the generous lover of Lzcretia marched 
with an heroick violence ftrait ro the enemies Trench.Bur he camelup roir with 
ſuch anoble confidence, that it made an impreſsion in the hearts of all choſe 
that followed him, and rheexample of fo prodigious a valour, raifed ſo much 
Joy in the forces rhat obſerved it, that rhe fear of death was to be found onel 
among the enemies. All the Suldiery put the Victory out of all diſpute, an 
they looked on thdſe they were ro fight with, as people already overcome. For 
affoon as they ſaw Brutus, attended by his illuſtrious friends, _—_— paſ- 
fing through the fell'd Trees wirh his ſword drawn, the onely ſtrife was who 
ſhould ger rhrough firſt. Alt made fuch haſte, that ir might be ſaid, rhat ſome 
great prize waired for them beyond the Trees; and ſo running tumulruouſly 
apon the enemie*s Trench, their diforder and confuſion got them the vidtor 
ooner then if they had fought diſcreetly. The enemy made good their der. 
yery gallantly, but hqw could they long oppoſe the valour of a Brurzs, atteyd- 
edby ſo many gallant perſons, whom loye, ORnY and deſpair, endued with 
nevy valour that made them invincible. So that Tarqzin's Forces.nor able ro 
withſtand ſo ſharp an encounter gave back, and fought as people frighrned;'and 
fuch as _— heir ſafery confiſted in their flight. The night now coming on, 
being fayourable ro them, rhey endeavoured ro gain the Wood, and ſecure 
themſelves there;but Brarns underſtanding that Sex: commanded on rhart fide, 
purſued them with all the violence he could, and having killed a Harſe-man of 
the enemies,he took his horſe, and droye ws. to the place where he thought 
to find Sexrs, who was endeayouring to rally his infantry ; for things were in 
ſuch a tumulc, that no order could be obſerved. Brut; rherefore' coming u 
with his ſword drawn towards him he thought Targsuin's eldeſt Son, he ar | 
perceived he was not miſtaken, Sorhar fury ſeizing his thoughts, and rhe Idza 
of dying Lecrena filling his imaginarion, he ſer upon him wirh incredible ear- 
neſtneſs. Ah Traytor | cryed he ro him, thou muſt ar laſt be puniſhed for thy 
crimes, and thy blood ſhall berhe firſt ſpilt for the revenge of Lzcyetia, Sextus 
diſcovering by theſe words, that it was Brmrws thar ſpoke to him, pur himſelfin 
a poſture of defence; 'ſo rhat the engagement rhar happened berween rhem, 
prov'd the moſt obſtinare that can be imagined. Nay ar the firſt, neither of the 
parties were ſenſible of it, for Brytrws's friends in the hear of the fight, knew nor 
whar was become of him ; and Sextxs's party being defeated, was run away, and 
had left him ro ſhifr for himſelf. So thar he fad no other aſsiſtance rhan that of 
his own valour to oppoſethat of Br#t#s, animated by rhe moſt juſt and moſt vi- 
olenr hatred rhar ever was. Whereupon Sextws, nodMithfanding his gallantry, 
was wounded in three places, without ſo much ing hisenemy. Being in 
char condition, and fearing nothing ſo much as i ahve into rhe hands of 
 thar generous Roman, he did all char lay inhis x £© avoid it ; for paſgin by 
ro ger behind Brem,'s Horſe, and Brutus endgavouting-the ſame co him, cer 
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ſwords croſs'd, and that of Sextus broke ; Being ſo difarmed, [Sig 


with all v:olence, '{qto make his eſcape. Brazus perceiving 


his reſolution ; befides that, the night beingcome, \apd Sexrns gotten intorhe 
Woods, where he found a part y of his own thar ſtood, having rallyed rogerher ro 
make their retreat with the leſs confufion,Br mw was forced to be content with 
che6ght of his enemies blood, and ro have forced him ro fiy : whereupon he 
returned tothar little Fort which he bad ſo couragioully takenin,and into which 
he gor with che ficlt. Bur being come thither,he tound himſelfin nolefle danger 
after he had overcome; then he had been in before ro do it ; for the enemy was 
{till maſter of the Fort which was at the foot of the mountain ; all his infancry 
was broken, what by che firſt aflaule which had proved ineffetual, whar by char 
wherein he had the advantage, as having been undertaken app the purſuic of 
the enemy. So thar if T arqvin had then fallen upon him with all his forces,rthe 
conquered might nave beaten the conquerours; | | | 
This generous Roman having all his friends about him,did all a great Caprain 
could do: for though the obſcurity of the yight, and the horrour thar atrends 
darkneſs, made both parties equally afraid of ſurpriſes, yer did he not negle& 
any thing that Could be done.

There lay be- 
tween both Armies a narrovy paſſage which would admir bur one abreaſt-- bur 
Brutus beivg p2r{waded that the liberty of Rome _—_— on a batrel,' would _ 
not give Targsin the leaſure to pur himſelf into ſach a poſture as that he could 
not beforc'd ro fight. On the other - £h9 yy knowing what importance rhat 
narrow place was to him, maintained it with a{trange obſinacy, The Prince of

enemies, did things beyond ordinary valour. For Brztss, it cannot be imagined 
wirh whar earneſtneſs he encouraged his men as well by words as by example, 
with whar vigour he forced the enemy, and with what courage he was ſeconded 
by all the ſoureſt of his Army. Herminius, /Emilins, and Munns, adding the 
ſentiments of emulation and jealouſly ro thoſe of love and glory, did all thac 
Lovers deſirous to be recommended by Fame to their Miſtrefſe, could do, nay 
all that generous Romans could perform. Horarins out of love and deſpair did 
no leſs ; Amilcar expreſſed abundance of valour ; Otftavins, the better to prove 
his birth, fought like a trace Roman ; and rhe three Lovers of Arreliſe, did as 
much as canbe imagined they could.Bur theſe fighting without minding hazard 
or advantage, the unfortunate Liſpdas was killed as they paſſed the narrow 
place wh 7 Tarquzn was at laſt forced ro quit : ſothat the fierce Tyrant percei- 
ving he could nor avoid an engagement, choſe rather ſo toat, as if he had 
been defirous to fight. To be ſhort, while a party of his Horſe relieved thoſe 
that made good the narrow place, he had pur his batcel in array; ſo thar c 
Brutus ſhould have forced him, yer was it bur neceſſary he kept his men from 
being roo forward,leaſt that while he purſued rhoſe that rerreated, Targwin might 
ſer upon him in diſorder, He therefore had no ſooner viewed the countenance 
of the enemy, bur giving order thar the Troops ſhould rally as ſoon as they 
were paſſed through, he array*d them in fight of che contrary Army ; bur he 
did ir with ſuch order, that 1c could _—_—_ conceived that thoſe ſeyeral bo- 
dies had paſs*d through rhe narrow place, after a ſharp encounter. Now was the 
fare of Rome in rhe power of fortune ; the rwo Armies where in a manner equal

dead,would by no meansfighr ic our. It wastherforeto no parpoſe,tharC diantes 
and Alcimedes endeavoured by their example rorally rbem: ; for having no 
leader they wopld-confide in,they did onlywhar their fearadviſed them to.

Ar firf} it was not known wherher he were afriend oran enemy; bur it was ſoon 
diſcovered ; fot having obſerved the rerrour the Romans were in, and heatd a 
confuſed report of Br«1w's death ; whither run om friends, faies he to the 
frighcned Souldiers, whither run you ? you muſt be ſlaves if you turn nor upon: 
the enemy, and you ſhall be free if you revenge Brur#,* dearh; follow me then, 
and do but whar I ſhal do before yon.Some thatheard theſe words,knowing that 
he that ſpoke them was 4ronces, whom they had ſeen do ſuch great a&tionsin 
the Courr of Tarquin's Palace, when he endeavoured the deliverance of Clel;a, 
made ahalr, and cryed out Aronces, Aronces | Herminins, who firived to rally 
the Souldiers that ran away, turning abont ar thoſe ourt-cryes, perceived, char 
it was indeed the valiant Aronces, who was putting himſelfe into a pollure of 
fighring.$o rhat crying out with the reſt, Aronces, Aronces, the name paſſed from 
mouth to mouth among thoſe ſcarrered forces, who thereupon looking on that 
Prince as an envoy from heaven, rallyed, pur themſelves in order, and began 
ro fight with a ſtrange earneſineſs. tat or 
Aroncet, in the firlt place, killed Helws, with Whom he had fought before, 
near Ardea, and who was one of the chief commanders of rhe enemies Army. 
Whar addedro his ordinary valour, was, that he ſaw Ot#avizs dothings worthy 
eternall fame ; ſo thar looking on him fill as his Riyall, he endeavoured to ex- 
ceed him as much in valour as hethought he didin love. He'therefore did things 
beyond deſcription, becauſe they would ſeen incredible, for he carryedterrour 
with him, whereeyer he made them feel the weight of his arm.What was yer far- 
ther remarkable, was, that his preſence might beſaid ro have difſoly*d Fg en- 
chanrment thar lay upon the valour of the Romans. For at his 'arrivall all che 
Souldiers were running away,and all thoſerhar were truly valiant, endeavou- - 
red what they could to rally them together. Burt Aronces appearing, and diſpel- 
ling chat Terrour which rhe death of Brztus had pur theminto, there was nor 
a cowardleft among the Romans, A/cmmedes, for his parr, did things worthy hig 
reat heart, and his deſpair, bur after he had given many their dearhs, he receiy'd 
his own from two valiant 7 arqunrars, that ſet upon him both at the ſame time, 
* Tis true, he was ſoon revenged, for Aronces coming ro the place killed one cf 
rhem,and made the other fly. Caliantes had near miſcartied ar the ſame time, bur 
Matins killed himthar ſhould haye killed the other. For Themiſtas, he behaved 
himſelf very gallantly; Meleagenes didno lefs ; Amilcar made it appear that his 
courage was equall to his wit ; and Herminins and ,Amilins, fought as Rivalls 
that would ſurpaſs'Mazirs, revenge Brntxs, and deliver Rome, s 
Tarquin on the other fide managing his bulinefſe' as a Prince thit wanted ne;- 
ther prudence nor courage,did all he could ropreſerve the advantage he had gOt- 
ren at firit over the left wing. So that Aronces mer with no ſmal difficulcy,thous 
the enemy had loſt the grearelt part'of thar confidence which they had concei- 
ved at Brutu,*s death. Valerins, relieved by the valour of Horiits, Spurins, and 
diverſe others, loſt nothing of whar he had gained; yet could he riot ſo manage 
© his adyantages, but thar he Vi&ory was ſtill diſpurable; 'There was nor an 
one body ofeither Army ,that had nor been cogent) fo that all was full of blood, 
horrour, and death, but eſpecially the place whete Arontes was; as beins the 
moft dangerous, and that where was the greateſt number killedbf both des. Ar 
laſt,night coming on, added to the horror of the day, in regatd'that neither fide 
being willing to give over rillrhe viory were cotipleare; the fight continued 
notwithſtanding the darkneſs. Never was there ſeen any thing more diſmal then 
the end of thar bloody day ; for there being no dilin&ion berweed tifend? afia 
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evemies, there was a fearfull confyſiop in both Armies. Both £oed and bad 
ations were equall obſcured by the vzght, it could be no wor: 
kpowp how fought well, and whodid not; and the Romans who had beep 
fpired with new courage ar the ſight of Aronces, loft a patt of it when'they could 
no longer difcern him, Nor was it to any purpoſe thar ſome called him ro fee if 
he wopld anſwer, for night being come on he was not ſeen after. '2#d the by

the Yerentes, and they inlike manner got off as they could from the Rowans, The 
defire of retreating being venerall in both parties, they both left rhe field tothe 
dead that coveredit, and retired with the farall noginence of being overcome. 
Por there fell ſo great ayumber of both {des that Victory ſeemed nor rodbe'df 
either, The 7 arquinians bewailed the Prince of Pometiaz and rhe Rewvdnes, Brim 
ts, as the Father of the Country, In the meantime, Herminins, who hadtaken 
 acare of his body, had ſent ic ro the Camp by cerrain Souldiers ar the begirning 
of the fight. For Oftav;izs, he had couragioully cauſed the fword which was run 
through his arm ro be drawn out by Amilcar, who chancedto be year him; ray, 
Oltavixs kept it inftead of his own that had-been broken ; abr cums rerraring 
with the relt, be got to the Camp, leſs troubled for his wounds, which' yer'w: 
very dangerous,ther for Brut#s's death, | 
- Now. was it thatthe Romans were more fully ſenſible of the loſs they hadre- 
ceived; for there was ſo great a number of empry Tents, that it was eaflyfeen 
the number of rhe dead was verygreart. That alſo of the wonnded' was fach, 
that there were not people can ro dreſs them. Aronces was norto be heard of 
by avy, which raiſed ſome ſuſpic1on he might be dead; Horarins was alfoto ſerk, 
and the death of Br#t« 5 was ſo conſiderable an accident, rhar all pur rogether, 
the conternation was generall, Yalerins,who knew nor for cerrain what'poſture 
the enemy was in, was afraid 7 arqwiz might ceme and ſer upon him in his Tren- 
ches,to compleat the Victory ; 1o that he gave order, that rhe remainder of his 
Army, potwithitandipg the wearineſs and ſervice of the day before, ſhould be 
inarms all night ; and to give example to others, he went himſelfe round abont 
the Camp. - 3ra1s/'s body was all this while in the Tent that was his when ti. 
ving, atcended by the ſame Li&ors:who were wonr'to accompany him, aid di- 
vers of his friends bewailing him, Of avis,after he had been drefs*d in his Tenr, 
wasexrreamly ſurpriſed to find that rhe ſword Amilcar had raken our of his 
arme, was not upknowny to him,: for it was one he had formerly prefenred Cle- 
liz with,and he knew had been afterwards beftowed on Aronces. Amilear knew 
It alſo to be the ſame, and could nor tell whar ro think of thar accident. So that 
being ſurpriſed cberear, they talked of it as athing they made no ſecrex of, not 
kncwirg what t0.conceive of ſooddean adventure, as having not heard how 
Arencca got out of Tarquivia, or whether it was he, that had hurt Oawyjes,-of 
what was become of him; all they knew, was, thar, when O#vizs was hott, 
Arexces's voice had been heard very near him,and thar afterwards no body kney 
whither he was gone. For Horatixe, ſome reportedhe had been heard after rhe 
boginoipg of the retreat, but of har here was no great cerrainty, and whar was 
ont of all doubt, was, that he was not to be heard of any” more then es, 
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' that Bru! was dead, that Liſjdas and Alcimedes were ſo too, that Off avixs was = 
dangerouſly wounded, rhar agreat number both of rhe Offcery and. Souldiery 
Was cur off, and that thnſe that were left were very much diſheartned. | 

'In the mean time, the fear the whole Camp was in, made all think it thelefſe 
difficulty to watch, there being nothing that ſo much hinders ſleeping, Valerins 

,went round the Camp, as I rold you, but it was with the grearelt affliftion he 

could be capable of, whether as a generous friend, or true Romay, but by thar 

rime he came to that fide efthe Camp that look*d towards the forreſt of Arſia, 
it mighc be abour an hour before day. Then was it the Empire of S:/ence, and the 
ky being clear ,the night was fair enough, and quiet enough. So that Valerins 
making a halr on a little aſcent rhat was on thar fide, he hearkned attentiyely to 
hear if there were any noyſe in the field on the enemjes fide. Bur it was nor long 
ere he heard what his whole Camp, as alſo that of Tarquin, heard as well as 
himſelf. and whar all poſterity hath wondred at fince;-that is, a miraculous - . 
voice,which coming out ofthe bottom of the Forreſt,witha ſhril noiſe,uttered; 
theſe words, very ircelligibly ro both Armies, - 


The Romans are viltcrious, for their enemies have loſt one man more then they have, 
inthe batrel. ; 
'This yoice; which both Armies took for that of rhe Genius of the place,fill'd 
their minds with a deep reſpeR, and a ſacred aſtoniſhment. There was alſo ſeen 
a bright and ſudden lightning iſſue our of the place whence ir came,rthar enlight- 
ped the whole Horiſon on the fide of the Roman Camp, ſo that thar miraculous 
adyentureheightning the courage of the Roman Army, all the Souldiers were 
ſo imporrunare to returu to fight, that at the break of day Valeris quirted the 
Camp, and marched ſtraight to rhe place where he had letr the enemy, Bur he 
found him not there, for that prodigious voice having ſtartled Targuin's Soul- 
diers, he had been forced to diſcamp in all haſte, and ro leave his baggage behind 
him. So that the Roman Army finding the Camp forſaken, enrich*dir ſelfe with 
the ſpoiles thereof, as victorious Valerias would have purſuedrhe enemy,could 
be have hoped roovertake him, bur thinking ic berter nor r6 hazard any thing, 
and to makerhe advantage of his victory with fafery, he forbore all thoughts of 
it, When therefore the Souldiers had burthenedrhemſelves wich booty, and that 
he had cauſed all the conſiderable Arms to be raken away, and all the Enſiens, 
to make his rerurn to Rowe the more glorious, he gave order for the funerafs of 
thoſe that dyed in the field, among whom they found neither Aronces nor Ho- 
7arins, He tookalſoAa particular care for thoſe of Liſydas and Alcimedes, whoſe 
bodies Caliantes deſired to have, to beſtow a monument onthem, wherein he 
prerended he would beere long diſpos'd himſelf. | 
V alerins being rerurned to his own Camp, heard that Targziz was retreated 
towards Veie, whereupon he ſent to Rome the news of his Vidoiyincending ro 
turn thicher che next day to re-inforce his Army, and accordingly rake new . 
reſolutions, as alſo to bring thither the body of Brurzs. He that Valerins ſent, 
being come to Rowe, they looked inhis countenance ro ſee whether he brought 
200d news or bad,and when he told them that rhe Roman Army had overcome, 
an exceſſive joy ſpread ir ſelfe chrough all their hearcs that heard him ; bur when 
* he afterwards roldthem, that the Victory had coſt the illuſtrious  Braras's life, 
and thar he dy'dafter he had kill'd the Prince of Pomeria, the joy was turn'd in- 
ro grief, andrhere was ſuch a competition betweentheſe rwo contrary ſenti- 
ments, thar it may be ſaid, that never was Vitory entertained with ſo many 
teares. For Brxtxs was ſo generally looked on, as the deliverer of Rome, that if 
char miraculous. y6ice, thar haddeclared the Roman Army ViRorious, had not 
perſwaded the people chart Br»txs would Rill be their ProteRor after his death, 
all the ſarisfa&ton of the vitory wouldnor have appeaſed them for his loſs. 
The Romans Ladies expreſſed rheir particular affliction for his death, for thzy 
looked on Brxt«, not onely as the geliyerer of his Country, but alfo as the 
pro- 
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procenue of fermnine verrue, becauſe of the revenge he had taken for the-yis- 
ence Sex Is had done rothe admurable Lucretia. LF i'm þ 
. After this Envoy of Valerizs was atrived at Reme, 'came| in abundance of 
ounded men, ſorhbat Clelia ſoon underiioodithat Of&avins was hurt; and that; 
2s ir was thought in the Camp) by Arences,yho had been the occafion of rhe 
recovery.of thebartel, She alſo undeziiood a the ſame time, thar'it was not 
known what became of himatrer the bglr, no more then it- was of Horatins ; 
ſo char ſhe was extreamaly troubled ar the accident ro her Brother, as 
alſo thar it was ſuſpe&eg that Aronces had wounded and that Afonces was 
not to be found, chough ſhe could nor bur take ſome comforrin rhe glory he 
had acquired, andthe {ervice he had done. For Cle/ins and Swlpitia, wk had 
arendet affe&tion for Oftavins : ſo were they extreamly incenſed againſt Aron- 
ces, and would not refle& on any thing that mighe either clear cuſe him. 
For the adventure of the (word which Clclizs had ſometime given him, and had 
now been taken out of Ott avis,'s arm, ſeem'd ro them a circumſtance roo roo 
pregnant to be ayoided, eſpecially ſhnce Aronces's. voice was heard near Oftavi- 
when he was hurt. So that he ſeemd to be ſo exaſperared againſt Aroxces, rhiat 
he did all he could ro hinder the ſervice of he had done from being publiſh'd ar 
Rome, and ſo prevailed far, rhar it was neither publiquely mentioned in theSe- 
nate, not did /alers give the people any account of it; ' 
Bur though the aftiiction Cle/ia conceived at theſe accidents were. extraordt- 
nary, yet Was it not comparable to that of Hermilia, when it was told her, thar 
her Lover and h-r Brother had kill'd one the others as alſo whar the Prince of 
Pometiaſaid,as he advanced towards Brat for he whom he ſpoke tobeing raken 
priſoner, had given her an account of it. Valeria was then with her; as alſo Co/- 
{atina, who hearing that Herm;nime and Tin had lone and had acquired great 
fame, were in a condition to comfort their friend, trhoughthey were exrreaml! 
croubled for Br«t»s, and the Prince of Pometia, whom they infinicely A 
Bur neither their ingrarcidue, their friendſhip, nor their teares, couldappeaſe 
the crue!l aflition of Herm;lia. She was at firſt ſo ſurpriſed at that farall news, 
thar ſhe could neither weep nor ſpeak. Then ſhe looked like one: ready to die 
for grief ; bur after her firſt Gghs, and firſt teares, had opened a for her 
voice, ſhe uttered ſo many complaints, and yo ſo - many paſſionare things, 
that it would have Teas upon rhe moſt obdurare hearts.

For when I reflect on the Prince of Pomeris, and imagine him dead, 1 hare him

While Hermi(ia firaggled with ſentiments ſo ſad, fo paſfionare, and ſo diſor- 
dered, it: was'reſolv'd in the Senate that Falerins ſhould be received in triumphy 
as well-rodo his yalour a juſtice, as to make the victory ofthe Roman Army the 
more rettiarkable, that the partiſans of Tarqzi» might nor weaken the relation 
of it, by thoſe falfe reports whichrhey ſcarrer'd among the pzopte.

The Conſul, ac- 
quainted with vhe reſolution of the Senate, diſcamp'd, and cans'd his Army ro 
marchback into Rem in the ſame order thar ir had lefr tr, The Lifors with the 
Axe and Paſces wept before him, which was the firſt rime they did ir, for rhar 
honour was proper onely to the firſt Conſul ; Valerins march'd inthe midit of 
his Forces, atriumphalt Chariot before him, whereon was th: body of Bramns 
covered with black Tapiſtry purfled with Gold. Andro do himthegrearer ho- 
nour, the Body was ſer upon the richeſt ſpoiles' of che enemy, for there were 
ſeen EnGgns artivgoour on both fides, ſampraous Arms in diverſe places, and 
magnificent bucklers all abour. Severall Priſoners chain'd followed che Charior 
of the jlluftrious deceas'd, ir being V 4leriws's defign ro expreſs 'thereby that he 
onely deſerved the honour of the Triumph. 

Bur ir being requifite ro infuſe courage into the people, Valeris hid nor any 
thing of mourning either inhis Arms qghis equipage. On the orher'ſide, all the 
people of- Rowe went as faras rhey couldto meerV alerms,and the high way as he 
paſs'd along, was all bordered with Tables well furniſt'd, whence the people 
rook diverſe things £6 prefent to the Souldiers as they paſſed by, who yer made 
no ſtay to receive them; The way wasftrew'd with flowers, and the Senace, in 
body, mer Valeriws without the Ciry Gates. All the ftreers were bung with 

rich Tapiſtry,and all the Ladies at the windows to ſee the folemnity paſs by.But. 
afcer all;n>rwich(laddingrhofe grear demonſtrations of Viftory, rhe ehr of 
che Charioz wherein - che y of che Huſtrions Brxms was, Canſed more 
rears of grief chen of Joy to be ſhed, In rhe mean rime'Yaeri, according to.-.

] were injuſtice in me, generous Romanes, to enjoy the honour of the viltory, with- 
out acquainting you, that it is to this illuſftrions deceaſed Perſon that you owe it, and 
putting you in remembrance of all he hath done for you ghat ſo it may never ont of your 
memory, Give me then leave to enterraint'yos with a (light acconnt of his life , and ſa 
let you know afier what manner you ought 10 bewayl your Deliverer.[ veed ſay nothing 
10 you of his iluſtrious birth ,you know it 4s well 4s I do;ywor ſhall T rrouble you with any 
celebrations of the vertue of his Anceſtors, for his own havmy exceeded theirs, it were 
unjuſt to derive his praiſe from the veries of awother, But F beſeech you, Romaves, 
forget not that tedious captivity of Brutus's reaſon, which is mt your preſens 
freedom, and that Rome ſhall never ag ain be 4 ſlave to the Tyrants will. Remember 
how that he devoted bis whole life to-work out yout ſafety,that,afſobnas that favotir able 
conjuntture of time, which he had expetied for ſo many years, was come, he employed 
all bis underſtanding, and all bs comrage, in order ts your liberty, and, without Cd. 
ing either his fortune or hu life,all his endeavours have been only to make you Parked 
revenge the vertnous Lucretia, to pmniſh the infamous Sextus, ang ro kreck off thoſe 
5gnominions fetters of ſlavery that we had groaned under for fo long time, He hath 
nocked them off, Romanes, andyon onghr eternally ro look on him as your Delive- 
rer,and bave for him the ſame reſp 4: you have for the illuſtrious founder of Rome . 
Beſides, you are not onely obliged to him for all hehath done, to tirn Tatquin' ont of 
the Throne he had uſurped; all that by bu pradence he hath done to unite you ffuce the 
7 yrant hath ceaſed ro be our Maſter ; all be hath done in the affautt of the enemie*; 
Camp, where he expre ſed his valonr after ſo glorious a manner 3 what he did when he 
wounded the infamous Sextus, the great attions be was | ſeen ro do when he forced that 
dangerous narrow paſſage,which hindred us from being able to force Tarquin to 4a bat- 
rel; and laſtly, what he hath done ſince in the head of our Forces, and in the fight of 
both Armies, when he killed one of the moſt, valiant Princes in the world : but you 
are futher obliged ro hins, for all we have done to gain the vittory after his death, ſince 
we are oxely feeble imitators of his vertue. Nay Rome it ſelfe 1s _ to him, for all 
the greameſſe, and all the-glory which 1 fore-ſee ſhe will arrive to hereafter ; and as 
long 4s there (hall be Romans, Gbhee will þe erat LET *h have not ſuch a 
veneration for Brutus, 44, I (ode ſort, comes near that which t ave for the 1n8- 
mortall . In a word, that [yorn'y vos has Jerk ow ws Conquerors, is 
an infallible preſage to us of the intereſt he hath the gods, Let us therefore bewail 
our illuſtrious Deliverer, but, generous Romans, we are not 19 bewail him as an ordi- 
nary perſon. It is not bj Peaks tears that we muſt ex y the indignation we are in 
for his ſake, it s by multiplying onr aver ſion againſt thoſe that are the occaſions of his 
lofſe ; "tis by taking 4 _— to put that deſt Lo in execution which he had to exter- 
minate the race of the Tarquins, and to dye athouſand times rather then enter into 


ſlavery again. *Tis thus, Romans, that we muſt expreſſe our affliftion for the loſſe of 
4141 that dyed ſo gloriouſly, that his funerall ſolemnity is atriumph : for a man, 1 
ſay, who, for the ſmall time that he durſt di his reaſq h made it appear, 
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While//erins? ſpoke, the people heard him wich fuctran awfull Glevce,; 

it was eaſily ſceenthar they were pleaſed wich the: praiſes of. Brazs. He

Tyſtome, enrerraimed the 
moſt conhderable of Ts. The next day he viftited BruewPs Aunt and Si 
ſter, where he found all the Roman Ladies mourning, which they had engaged 
themſelves nor to put off during the ſpace of one year, ſo to acknowledge, as 
they ſaid, the obligation their ſex ought to Bruens, who had ſowell reveng:d rhe 
vertuous Lacretia. [na word, there was not a woman in Rome that mourned not 
for the death of Brats, as if he had been her Father. V alzri»s went alſo ro viſir - 
Clelins, who was.very much croubled, becauſe of, che dahger of Oftavius's 
* Is wound, and was ſo much the more; if Imay fo ſay, our of an 1maginarion rhar 
_ Aroices had hurt him, as conceiving him to be{till his Rival. There were indeed 
ll no infallible proofs of ic, but rhe circumſtances were very pregriant,ih ſo mach 
that Clelins, ww. man of a violent narure, if Horatins hag bzenthen at Rome, 
would haye forced Cle/ig to have.preferred him before Aronce}. Great rhen mult 
needs be che affliction of char admirable Lady, for ſhe ſaw har Brotherin-danger, 
. ſhe knew not whether :Arovces had hurt himy was to learn whethet he were li- 
vipg or no ;{he was troubled even at Horatiws*s abfence,our of a fear leſt he and 
. Aronces might meet rogether 3 and no doubt buc ſhe ſuffered all rhar a perſon 
thar loves Hay, —ytarg ſuffer. Yer was her diſquier encreaſed rhree dayes after, 
for not onely Oftavixs grew worſe than he had been, bur ſhe heard rhar Zeno- 
*Þ crates was newly arrived at Valerizss, and had brought - a yery ſad account of 
2 Aronces ; forhat ſhe, felt noc.ovely thoſe misforrunes that had already happened 
ro her, but was alſo ſenſible of all thoſe thar mighe.
